The few showers of the 
week-end will give the lawns 
and late flowers a lift, but 
even with the occasional 
rain, the soil will dry out 
quickly and some plants -will 
continue to need watering. 
Be certain to wash all fruit 
before eating it as we have 
not had enough rain to wash 
off the poisonous sprays. I 
purchased apples from a 
farm a little while ago and 
they were still covered with 
a white film from the spray- 


ing. 
Continue cutting your 
grass as long as it grows 


vigorously. This is a good 


time of year to properly seed 
down your lawn as most 
weed growth is over and the 
grass will get a sufficient 
start to carry it through the 
winter. You must water re- 
gularly just in case our fall 
rains feil to put in an. ap- 
pearance, 

The “glads” will soon turn 
brown and it will be time to 
lift the “bulbs”, Corms cor- 
mels adhere to them better. 
The bulbs too are then fully 
matured, Store them ‘in 
bunches of elght in open 
slotted trays in a cool cel- 
lar. Never remove stalks as 
long as any green shows

by frost, the roots should be 
dug, the tops cut off to eight 
inches above the .crown. Fol- 
lowing a few hours of dry- 
ing in the air, they should 
be stored in a box of peat 
moss or sand, kept in a cool 
cellar and protected from 
freezing. 

If you wish to have some 
annuals early, try sowing 
some. of the hardy varieties 
early this fall. Included a- 
mong the hardy varieties 
are: Larkspur, poppies, 
sweet alyssum, ageratum, 
calliopsis, corn flowers and 
cosmos. If they come thr- 
Gugh, you will gain consider- 
able time. If not, the seed 
lost will not amount to 
much. 


For those who have not 


pruned the rambler roses 
after they have - finished 
blooming, you should do so 


now. This is also the proper 
time to prune all other types 
of Citmbing roses. 
ack Frost yi soon be 
paying us a visit, but you 
can outsmart him if you 
care to try, Save cartons and 
heavy paper. These may be 
used for covering plants on 
the first frosty nights. If the 
plants can be spared the 
first early frosts, they stand 
a chance of blooming for 
several. weeks longer, How- 
ever, if Jack should sneak 
up on you, a good soaking 
with the hose early in the 
morning before the sun 
shines on the plants will 
help to remove the frost. 
Home landscaping Is never 
@ finished job. 1t keeps ch- 
anging as the plants grow 
and need to be changed 
from time to time. Nursery. 


nursery stock, it is important 
to protect the roots from éx- 
posure to air and sunlight 
as the roots will dry out and 
retard the plant growth, 
You may hoe in plants, 
Dig a trench long enough 
and deep enough to accomo- 
date the roots. Cover the 
roots with enough dirt to 
keep them from drying out 
until you are ready to plant 
them. This method will keep 
your plants, but it is wise to 
plant them as soon as possi- 
ble. It is also wise, before 
planting to look over the 
roots and cut off with a sharp 
knife any broken, damaged, 
shriveled or dricd out root 
ends. 
To plant ‘potted, canned or 


‘balled and burlaped trees, 


shrubs, roses or evergreens 
use the same method as for 
bare roots, However, one va- 
riation is a common error, 
In handling this type of pl- 


ant, roughness does exces- 
sive damage. Rough handlin 

will break the soil around| 
the roots, allowing them to 
become exposed to air and 
dry out. Nursery stock which 


is moved with earth around 
the roots retains all its fine 
fibrous roots and if properly 
handled they do the best in 
moving. Most evergreens| 
moved with a ball of earth! 
do not require any pruning. | 
Potted or caned roses can| 
be moved while in bloom 
Flowering shrubs and peren- 
nials moved with a ball of 
earth only require the minor 
removal here-and there of 
‘broken or wilted parts. Bal- 
led and burlaped material 
may cost a few pennies 
more, but it is well wirth it. 

For house plant lovers: It 
is time to start bringing 
them into the house while 
the windows may still be left 
open. In this way, plants 
may gradually get used to 
the dry house air. Geran- 
iums, with their bright che- 
erful blooms used to be the

In optometry we refer to 
aécurate focussing upon the 
retina as emmetropia, and 
any out-of-focus condition 
iy ametropia. Emmetropia 
is from the Greek en, with 
in; metron, measure; op3‘| 
eye. Ametropia is from the 
Greek a, not; metron and 
ops, Therefore emmetropla 
means an eye within meas- 
ure, and ametropia means 
an eye not in measure. 

In most, if not all, cases 
in which gldsses are pre- 
scribed for distance wear, 
the object-is to use that lens, 
or combination of lenses, 
which will convert ametro- 
pia into an artificial emme- 
tropia. When you wear your 
correct optical prescription, 
you are not at any disadvgn- 
tage toa naturally emme- 

individual. 

We'll exclude astigmatism 
from this discussion of the 
ametropia. The two types of} 
ametropit that concern us) 
most are myopia (so-called 
nearsightedness) and hyper- 
opia (so-called farsighted-| 
ness). Myopia occurs when| 
the rays of light from the 
distance enter the eyeball 
and come to a focus before 
reaching the retina. Hyper- 
opia occurs when the dis- 
tance light rays fail to come 
to a perfect focus as they 
reach the retina, and would 
tend to focus bebind the re- 
tina except that they never 
get through. 

‘These two conditions, my~ 
opia and hyperopia, are the 
result of one or both of two 
causes; first, the length of 
the eyeball, second, the re- 
fractive power of tne optical 
system of the eye. If we con- 
sidered two individuals with 
exactly the same opti¢al sys-| 
tems, but with different 
lengths of eyeballs, the lar-| 
ger eye would be myopic 
and the shorter eye hypero- 
pic. If we consideréd two| 
eyes of exactly the same 
length, the one with higher 
refractive power Would be 
myopic and the one with less 
refractive power would be 
hyperopic. 

The final verdict, be it! 
myopia or hyperopia, de- 
pends upon the relationship 
of the two factors, i.e. eye- 
ball length and refractive) 
power. From a_ practical 
point of view, the measure- 
menf. to concern us most is 
not length and not refractive) 
power, but the amoutit of 
‘optical. error. Myopia and 
hyperopia ate not necessar- 
ily related to the health of 
‘the ¢: 4s such. Emmetro- 
pia, as an optical condition, 
could possibly even exist in 
@ blind eye.
